DECEMBER  RED  MEAT  PRODUCTION  APPROXIMATELY  THE  SAME  AS  A YEAR  EARLIER 


Production  of  red  meat  in  commercial  slaughter  plants  totaled  2,  248  million  pounds  during 
December  1 96 1 - -approximately  the  same  as  December  i960,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
This  was  7 percent  below  the  November  1961  output  of  2,419  million  pounds.  Commercial  meat  pro- 
duction includes  slaughter  in  Federally  inspected  and  other  commercial  slaughter  plants  but  excludes 
farm  slaughter. 

1961  TOTAL  RED  MEAT  PRODUCTION  1 PERCENT  ABOVE  i960 


Red  meat  production  in  1961  totaled  27,415  million  pounds,  1 percent  above  the  production  of 
i960.  Of  the  1961  volume,  14,  919  million  pounds  were  beef,  up  4 percent  from  the  previous  year;  958 
million  pounds  were  veal,  down  7 percent;  10,  724  million  pounds  were  pork,  down  1 percent  from  a 
year  earlier;  814  million  pounds  were  lamb  and  mutton,  up  8 percent.  Lard  production  for  1961  at 
2,  384  million  pounds,  was  1 percent  below  i960. 

Beef  accounted  for  54  percent  of  the  total  red  meat  production  in  1961,  compared  with  53  percent 
in  i960.  Pork  comprised  39  percent  of  all  red  meat  production  during  the  past  year,  compared  with 
40  percent  a year  earlier.  Veal  made  up  4 percent  of  the  total  for  both  1961  and  i960.  Mutton  and 
lamb  accounted  for  3 percent  of  the  total  for  both  1961  and  i960. 

The  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  during  1961  was  25,  609,  500  head  or  2 percent  above  the 
25,  224,  300  head  slaughtered  in  i960.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaughter  cattle  in  1961  was  1, 017 
pounds,  compared  with  1,  004  pounds  in  i960.  The  number  of  calves  slaughtered  in  1 9 6 1 was  7,  684,  200 
head  or  7 percent  below  the  8,  224,  900  head  slaughtered  in  i960.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaughter 
calves  in  1961  was  223  pounds,  compared  with  222  pounds  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  hogs 
slaughtered,  at  77,  293,  000  head,  in  1961  was  2 percent  below  the  79,  036,  300  head  slaughtered  in  the 
previous  year.  The  average  live  weight  for  slaughter  hogs  during  1961  was  238  pounds,  compared  with 
236  pounds  in  I960.  The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  in  1961  was  17,  158,  900  head  or  8 
percent  above  the  15,  899,  300  head  slaughtered  previous  year.  The  average  live  weight  of  sheep  and 
lambs  slaughtered  was  98  pounds  in  1961  compared  with  99  pounds  in  i960. 

DECEMBER  BEEF  PRODUCTION  2 PERCENT  ABOVE  A YEAR  EARLIER 

Beef  production  during  December,  at  1,1  69  million  pounds  was  2 percent  above  the  1,  149  million 
pounds  produced  in  December  i960.  The  cattle  slaughtered  during  the  month  totaled  2,  007,  000  head, 
approximately  the  same  as  December  i960,  but  7 percent  below  November  1 9 6 1 . December  slaughter 
cattle  averaged  1,  027  pounds  per  head  live  weight.  This  was  9 pounds  more  than  December  i960,  and 
12  pounds  more  than  November. 

VEAL  PRODUCTION  DOWN  12  PERCENT  FROM  DECEMBER  i960 


December  veal  production  at  70  million  pounds  was  12  percent  below  the  December  i960  pro- 
duction of  80  million  pounds,  and  16  percent  below  November  1961  production.  The  number  of  calves 
slaughtered  this  December  totaled  6ll,  500  head,  11  percent  below  December  i960,  and  12  percent 
below  November  1961.  Calves  slaughtered  in  December  averaged  207  pounds  per  head  live  weight, 

1 pound  less  than  December  i960  and  7 pounds  less  than  November  1961.

PORK  PRODUCTION  1 PERCENT  BELOW  DECEMBER  i960 


Pork  production  for  December  totaled  950  million  pounds,  1 percent  below  the  957  million  pounds 
produced  a year  earlier,  and  8 percent  below  a month  earlier.  The  hog  kill  for  December  was 
6,  734,  300  head,  1 percent  below  December  i960,  and  9 percent  below  November  1961.  The  average 
live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  December  was  240  pounds  per  head,  1 pound  less  than  a year 
earlier,  but  2 pounds  more  than  a month  earlier.  The  amount  of  lard  rendered  per  100  pounds  of 
live  weight  of  hogs  was  12.  8 pounds  this  December,  12.  7 pounds  in  December  i960,  and  12.  6 pounds  in 
November  1961. 

LAMB  AND  MUTTON  OUTPUT  3 PERCENT  BELOW  DECEMBER  i960 

The  lamb  and  mutton  production,  in  December  1 9 6 1 was  59  million  pounds,  3 percent  below  the  6l 
million  pounds  produced  a year  earlier,  and  9 percent  below  a month  earlier.  Sheep  and  lamb  slaught- 
er during  December  totaled  1,  283,  500  head,  1 percent  above  December  i960  but  8 percent  below 
November  1961.  The  average  live  weight  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  during  December  was  96 
pounds  per  head,  4 pounds  less  than  December  i960  and  2 pounds  less  than  November  1961. 

POULTRY  SLAUGHTER  UP  1 PERCENT  FROM  DECEMBER  I960 

Poultry  meat  putput  for  December  totaled  523  million  pounds  ready-to-cook  basis.  This  was  1 
percent  above  December  i960,  but  29  percent  below  November  1961. 

During  1961  poultry  meat  output  totaled  7,  247  million  pounds  ready-to-cook  basis.  This  was  18 
percent  above  the  i960  production  of  6,  145  million  pounds.
